L Applicant's amendment filed 5/12/04 has been entered and made of record. 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claim 1, the cited prior art fails to teaches an image compression comprising: a 

separating an image into a plurality of color channel sub-images; processing each of said color 
channel sub-images by sub-sampling said sub-image, transform coding said sub-sampled sub- 
image, decoding said transform-coded image, forming a plurality of square groupings of pixels 
in said decoded image, predicting a value for a pixel within each of said square groupings, 
determining a prediction error for each predicted pixel value within each of said square 
groupings, coding said prediction error, forming a plurality of diamond-shaped groupings of 
pixels in said decoded image, predicting a value of a pixel within each of said diamond-shaped 
groupings; and combining each of said processed color channel sub-images with said coded 
prediction error thereby forming a compressed image. 

Dependent claims 2-24 are also allowed for the same reasons as above.
